THREE SOLDIERS KILLED. 

Three ef the Philadelphia troops have been 
killed, and their bodies taken to the Union De- 
pot. They were trying to steal out of the 
round-house, amd, being discoverd by the 
mob, were riddled by bullets. It has been as- 
certained that the soldiers are not all Philadel- 
phians, many of them being from New York. 
They boasted on their way here that they would 
clean out Pittsburg.

THE CRISIS.

Prrrsnone, July 21.—The crisis approaches. 
The fire-bell is ringing. It is reported that the 
mob have set fire to the round-house and 
some adjoining buildings. Two more persons 
have been killed. A woman sitting on 
her door-step was shot, and died instant- 
ly. The excitement is terrible. Twelve 
hundred South Siders have joined the 
mok.

No demonstration was made 
until the Black Hussars, of Philadelphia, who 
were dismounted, were ordered to clear the 
Twenty-eighth-street crossing of the crowds. 
The moment the Hussars attempted to execute 
the order they were assailed by the 
crowd on the  Ohiliside, who sent a 
shower of stones with the force of meteorites 
upon the soldiers. A number of the latter 
were seriously injured, and their companions, 
goaded to desperation, 
COMMENCED FIRING. 

The first shots were almed above the heads of 
the crowd, which had now become a mob, but 
the shower of stones continued. Then some of 
the mob drew their revolvers and fired at the 
military, but their shooting was wild, and was 
much less effective than the missiles which had 
been hurled. The military then fired directly 
into the crowd, and the volley proved to be 
most disastrous to the agsailants. 

The excitement at this moment was simply 
indescribable, and it was not until some mo- 
ments that the effect of the firing was made 
known. It was soon ascertained that 

FOURTEEN PERSONS HAD BEEN KILLED 
and the same number wounded. The crowd, 
however, soon rallied, and so vigorous was 
their onset that the military was forced to re- 
tire from their position. Then the strikers re- 
treated, and started in the direction of the Ar- 
senal for the avowed purpose of securing arms 
and ammunition.

FAR FROM A SETTLEMENT. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Newark, O., Juty 21.—It was thought last 
night that this morning would decide the ques- 
tion of the strike in this city. The Railroad 
Company have been obliged to acknowledge 
that the strikers are still masters of the situa- 
tion. Four companies of militia arrived during 
the night, and were quartered in the Company’s 
car shops. About noon to-day one company 


| marched out into the frei¢ht-yard for the pur- 


pose of teating the disposition of the strikers. 
It was believed by the railroad officials that the 
presence of the troops would cause the 
men to depart, out in this they were 
sadly disappointed. The officer in command 
advised the men to quietly withdraw, and leave 
the Company to manage its own affairs. The 
men declinea to leave, claiming they had 
COMMITTED NO ACT OF VIOLENCE, 
and could not be driven away. The strikers 
appealed to the soldiers’ sympathies by re- 
hearsing the wrongs they had suffered at the 
hands of the Railroad Company. That they 
made friends with them is clearly evident. The 
troops were soon withdrawn, and. returned to 
their quarters. | 

The four companies here do not exceed 150 
men, and it was not deemed expedient to at- 
tempt the clearing of the yard with the force at 
hand. N i 

Gov. Young, becoming satisfied that any at- 
tempt to move trains with the small force here 
would be futile, at once ordered four companies 
from Cincinnati and two from Dayton. It is 
expected these will reach here some time dur- 
ing the night. With this addition to the force 
now here it is proposed to attempt the moving 
of trains at 6 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

Orders have been issued to prevent al! persons 
from entering the yards after that hour. 
Whether they will be able to drive out the 
strikers who will remain there all night with- 
out the effusion of blood is ) 

‘VERY DOUBTFUL. 

The men are cool and determined, and will 
not be driven without resisting, and the opinion 
is general among all classes of citizens that the 
militia will not fire on the men so long as they 
are not attacked by them. This belief gains 
credence from the fact that the men and militia 
are mingling together in the most friendly 
manner. Many of the troops have friends and 
relatives in the movement, and it is not de- 
lieved they can be made to fight unless attacked. 

The County Commissioners were in session 
to-day, and refused to make any arrangement 
whatever for the feeding of the troops here. 
The strikers, heariny of the fact, sent a com- 
mittee around the city for the purpose of rais- 
ing money to 

BUY THE TROOPS THEIR SUPPER. 
This was quickly done, merchants and busincss 
men subscribing liberally. Thus the militia 
became the guests of the strikers. 

If the proposed attempt to start trains in 
the morning is carried out, each train will have 
an escort to insure its safety. 

A large crowdof citizens are around the Amer- 
ican Hotel to-night, discussing the situation, all 
of which are in warm sympathy with the strik- 
ers. The general tenor of their discussion is 
that. should the Railroad Company be able to 
move their trains from bere, it will be necessary 
to guard every mile of road from here to the 
Obio River. At every station on the road the 
sympathy of the people is 

WITH THE MEN, 
which, with wages reduced to $1.35 per day, 
with only three or four days’ work a week, and 


total expenses each day of work averaging 75 


cents to $1, has caused men who are ordinarily 
quiet and good citizens to become desperate, 
and they firmly stand by their demands, quietly 
80 far, but with a firmness of purpose never be- 
fore shown in troubles of this character. if de- 
feated here, they say 
THE ROAD'IS A LONG ONE, 

and cannot be guarded by all the militia in Ohio. 
It is very evident that the strikers art stronger 
and more firm in their demands than yesterday. 

On the Panhandle Road all is quiet thus far; 
but how soon the strike may reach that line is 
not known. But that, there will be trouble is 
generally believed. All freight trains are run 
through here without stopping. This is done in 
order to keep the train-hands from coming in 
contact with tht strikers, who, it is feared, 
would induce them to leave their trains.

ENGINEERS’ MEETING. 

A meeting of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engincers was held this evening. After a long 
session it was decided to take uo action in con- 
nection with the strike of the firemen and brake- 
men, but to quietly await events. Resolutions 
of sympathy were adopted for their unfortunate 
associates. The meeting was secret, and the 
members close-mouthed and not disposed to 
make known to the public the questions brought 
before the Brotherhood. 

THE MINERS. 

Rumors prevail that a large numbe of miners 
from Straitsville and other points will come 
here to-morrow, and throw the weight of their 
numbers and influence with the strikers. The 
rumor is credited by a portion of the com- 
munity, but nothing reliable is known at this 
late hour. 

The Sheriff is being denounced on all sides, 
and the once popular officer of Lyking County 
has not a following to-day of 500. His calling 
for troops before any violence occurred has had 
the effect of bringing down upon him the curses 
and jeers of nearly the whole community. 

MEANS BUSINESS, 

Your correspondent just bad an interview 
with Gov. Youug, who states that he has used 
every effort possible to urge upon the strikers 
the utter hopelessnes of the cause. To-morrow 
morning he hopes to move the trains if the rail- 
road authorities have the mentorun them. 
He will first clear the yard, and any attempt to 
defeat such action will be met by force. He 
has ordered the troops here armed with breech- 
loading rifles. In addition to those now here, 
five companies of the First Regiment, two com- 
panies of the Second Regiment from Dayton, 
and six companies of the Third t are 
expected. A portion of these will arrive about 
Z o’clock in the morning, and the balance dur- 
me the early part of the day.

THE IDAHO WAR. 


More Surtenders—Finishing the Campaign— 
Another Band ef Chinamen Victimized by 
Savages. 

San Frawcrisco, July 21.—A dispach received 
this afternoon from Kamia, July 17, via Walla 
Walla, Ast, says: Five more hostiles, with 
squaws, surrendered to-day. 

The military Commission which was formed to 
try the Indian prisoners taken in the late fight, 
with Maj. Throckmorton, of the Fourth Artil- 
lery, as Judge- Advocate, to be succeeded by 
Commissioner Watkins, adjourned, as no wit- 
nesses for the prosecution were bere. 

Gen. Howard sent thirty volunteers to-day to 
destroy the caches in Joseph's old camp, and all 
but the Captain and one man have left for their 


homes. 

Col. Mason is in hot pursuit of the hostile In- 
ans, wich his entire cavalry command. They 
overtook them to-day near Oroũnd Creek. Two 
Indian scouts. were wounded and one killed, 
when the Indians got demoralized and fied, 
leaving the soldiers in possession of fhe field. 

Tha country around Orofino Creek is very 
rocky and densely wooded with heavy timber 
and thick undergrowth, thus preventing any 
further pursuit by the soldiers, who cannot get 
their horses across the ground. The hostiles 
will be met by either Crook or Miles, as they 
enter into Montana from this trail, and will in 
all probability be captured by these forces. 

One of the wounded scouts was James Reu- 
ben, interpreter, and son of an ex-Chief of the 
Kamia Nez Perces. The war with Joseph is 
practically over, and we start to-day for Lap- 
wai. From there troops will march through the 
Spokane country, for the moral effect it will 
have upon the Indians. 

Col. Green’s cavalry, upon its arrival, will be 
kept here to prevent the return of the hostile 
Indians this way. Another force of Indians, 
with a flag of truce, are now coming in to sur- 
render. 

A 82 dispatch received from Wallula, 
91 , says 150 Chinamen had arrived there 
yesterday from the Upper Columbia River, 
where they have been engaged in mining. The 
state that the Indians entered their camp an 
robbed them of all their provisions, blankets, 
and some clothing. After taking all they pos- 
sessed the Indians told them to leave, which the 
Chinamen lost no time in doing. 

Waenmorox, D. C., July 21.—Gen. McDow- 
ell transmits a telegram from his aid, Lieut. 
Keeler, in which he says: Volunteers of the 
character and status ot those operating with 
Gen. Howard would be worse than useless.

THE NEW PROBATE COURT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

nta, July 21.“ Is the Probate Court act 
constitutional?” This question appears in the 
Legal News over a communication signed by a 
member of the Chicago bar. That gentleman, 
says: The new Probate Court act is limited to 


‘Cook County. Is it not then repugnant to the 


Constitution as a local or special law?’ 

This is of very great importance to the good 
people of Cook County, by whom a Probate 
Judge and Clerk are soon to be elected. This 
act provides a Probate Court in each county 
that contains more than 100,000 inhabitants. At 
present Cook County is the only county to 
which this law applies. 

The publication, in the Legal News of June 30, 
of the decision of the Supréme Court in the case 
of Devine against Board of Commissioners of 
Cook County, seems to have raised this ques- 
tion whether the new Probate Court act is con- 
stitutional. In that : ng 
Commissioners of count contain over 
100,000 inhabitants to iasue bonds for the erec- 
tion of a Court-House and for other purposes, 
was held by all the Judges to be appl e, b 
its terms, to Cook County only and to be a local 
or special act. 

A majority of the Judges decided that it was 
also an act “regulating souney ao. ex- 
pressiy prohibited by the Constitution of 1870, 
Art. 4, Sec. 22, whi : “The General As- 
sembly shall not ocal or special laws in 
any of the following enumerated cases.”” More 
than twenty cases are enumerated, and, 
them, are expressly named local and 
acts regulating 8 affairs. 

According to this decision, the new Probate 
Court act is a local or act. But it does 
not appear to be repuguant to this section of 
the Constitution, because itis not one of the’

A terrible story of riot, disorder, and blood - 
shed is told in the Pittsburg dispatches this 
morning. With a view to seriously crippling 
their opponents, the strikers made an effort 
to capture the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne 
round-house, which was guarded by State 
troops within and without. Taking advan- 
tage of their position on the hill, the rioters at- 
tacked the militia with stones. This was 
patiently borne until the voice of the pistol 
was heard in the land, when the troops 
fired, aiming high. The only effect was to 
attract a fresh shower of dornicks, and then 
the battle opened in earnest. A volley was 
sent into the crowd, killing fourteen out- 
right and wounding twice as many more, 
»when the crowd melted away. As is usual, 
most of the sufferers were innocent of any 
connection with the row. Several women 
and children, attracted by curiosity,

WHERE WE HAVE DRIFTED. 
The great trouble under which the busi- 


ness of the country is suffering is the want of 
confidence,—the want of faith that property 
purchased to-day will be worth as much to- 
morrow. ‘There is no assurance that proper- 
ty, in the form of lands, city lots, warehouses, 


factories, mills, furnaces, railroads, vessels, 


bonds, stocks, or merchandise, will not con- 
tinue to fall in value as it hes been doing. 
No man will invest his money unless he can 
have some indication that within a reasona- 
ble time he can get as much for the property 
as he gave for it. There is a constant rise in 
the value of money measured in other forms 
of property, and hence it is that no money is 
now invested or will be invested until there 
isa certainty that property measured by 
money shall cease to fall. For this reason 
there is no sale for real estate ; for this reason 
men will not put money in buildings, ma- 
chinery, and material; the goods they make 
have no sale; labor ia unemployed; the wages 
funds are no longer distributed; the means 
Of living are reduced, and the money value of 
all things keeps on shrinking away. What 
is needed is something to arrest this decline, 

to give some permanence or fixity 
to the value of property, and not a continu- 
ance of that policy which holds out as the 
grand climax anannihilation of all value, and 
the seizure of the accnmulations of men un- 
der the foreclosed mortgage. 

It is curious tq notice the means by which 
the present condition of affairs has been 
brought about. The struggle to control the 
currency, and to make all changes lead to 
extravagant gains by the lending class, 
began as far back as 1865. A depreciatea 
paper currency was a wretched evil, and 
that depreciation was greatly and unneces- 
sarily protracted. It served for many years 
as a stake for the gamblers, and its values 
were run up and down at the pleasure of the 
operators. The Government, under the con- 

mysterious agency, 
the most enormous taxes annually to pur- 
chase the national bonds and to give them an 
increased value, leaving the legal-tender 
notes to take care of themselves. Ten years 
after the close of the War, the country was 
confronted by the urgont demand of a 
formidable party that a return to specie 
values should be forever abandoned; that 
all bank paper should be prohibited ; that 
the United States should issue paper, not 
promises to pay, but paper that was of itself 
final payment and never to be redeemed ; 
that this paper was to be a legal tender and 
to be issued without limit as to quantity. 
Against this there was a union of all per- 
sons in favor of an eventual return to specie 
values, who were anxious to get rid of the 
violent fluctuations of paper money, and who 
saw nothing but interminable confusion in the 
wild scheme of dee and unlimited

At no time was it ever proposed to ar- 
bitrarily abolish all paper money on the ist 
of January, 1879, reduce the country to 
an exclusive gold At no time 
would such a proposition have been accepted 
by Congress or tolerated by the country. 
Yet Congress has adopted no other 


+ acing the country ever since; and, now that 
it is openly avowed that that act shall be 
put in force some seventeen months hence, 
the menace threatens the country with gen- 
eral bankruptcy even before the date fixed. 
The adroitness of the money-lending class 
in manipulating the legislation of Congress 
is strongly illustrated in this matter. The 
whole country was appealed to, that tho 
gigantic paper- money scheme might be 
arrested. The declaratory action of Con- 
gress, then supposed to be incapable of 
execution without further legislation, was 
adopted. A year later it was discovered that 
without the general knowledge of the coun- 


| try, and without the knowledge of even 


those who voted for it, Congress had pre- 
viously demonetized silver and made gold the 
exclusive metallic money, or coin, of the 
United States; that, in consequence of a like 
proceeding in Germany, an extraordinary 
increase was made in the demand for gold, 
causing the value of gold in silver to in- 
crease, and that of silver to decline propor- 
tionately. The scheme to give to gold an 
additional value was eminently successful, 
and simultaneously there is a demand made 
for the immediate retirement of all paper 
money and the exclusive use of gold. There 
is a demand created in Germany for $350,- 
000,000 in gold; and under this Resumption 
law there is a demand growing daily more 
near for $300,000,000 for'this country. Such 
a demand, to the extent that it exists, has, 
by increasing the value of gold, diminished 
that of all other property, excluding invest- 
ments therein, and causing every man to 
hoard all he can hold to meet the still greater 
stringency which is threatened by the at- 
tempt to enforce the Resumption law. Every 
piece of property, real estate or personal, 
and in bonds and stocks, is daily sinking in 
value zy meet that value which it will have 
in when, all other forms of money 


swollen by a demand far in excess of the 
supply. 

In anticipation of this condition of affairs, 
all money is hoarded; nothing is now con- 
vertible into cash, even at a sacrifice of half 
its ordinary value. Credit is daily shrinking ; 
banks ere prepar ng for the inevitable crash; 
bank-notes must retire before their payment 
in gold can be demanded; the greenbacks 
are hoarded to be presented for gold; and 
the country and its business are gradually 
waiting for the shock that is to prostrate all 
things. This is the condition, present and 
fature, into which, through the manipula- 
tions of the money-lending class, the coun- 
try has drifted and is now drifting hope- 
leasly. 

The remedy is clear, and should be applied 
witaout delay. Congress will meet three 
months hence, in October. It should with- 
out the least hesitation— 

1. Repeal unconditionally the date of 
the Resumption law. 

2. Remonetize the silver dollar as it was 
before 1873, and authorize its free coinage. 

3. Repeal all the War taxes on private 
capital engaged in banking and business. 

4. Continue the existing law for the retire- 
ment of a sum of greenbacks equal to 80 per 
centof all additional bank-note circulation, 
this to go on without limitation. 

Having done these things, the menace un- 
der which property is shrinking, and money 
is hoarding, and capital is idle, - under which 
labor is arrested, machinery rusting, and 
workmen starving,—will be removed. A defi- 
nite policy being adopted, the character of 
the future will be assured, confidence will be 
renewed, and the machinery of trade, labor, 
and production will be again put in motion. 


WHAT SHOULD BE DONE IN THE MICHI- 
GAN AVENUE CASE. 

It is an anomalous and not very hopeful 
condition of local self-government when a 
certain thing which the whole community 
elamors for, and which is admittedly in the 
public interest, cannot arrest the attention 
of the official class. Yet this ia precisely 
the situation with regard to the proposition 
for the improvement of Michigan avenue by 
the South Park Commissioners. Time 
enough has elapsed to have had the avenue 
repaved since it became evident that the 
proposition has the approval of the entire 
taxpaying community, yet not a single step 
has been taken toward the formal transfer to 
the Park Commissioners which is necessary 
as a preliminary proceeding. The South 
Side Aldermen are apparently as indiffer- 
ent to the wishes and demands of 
their constituents as if they were 80 
many independent nabobs accountable to 
nobody; and the South Park Commissioners 
have sat placidly in their easy chairs, suck- 
ing their thumbs, and waiting for the Alder- 
men to come to them. Now, perhaps it is 
just as well that all these gentlemen be made 
to understand that they were chosen simply 
to carry out the plans and policy demanded 
by the people, that they are mere agents, 
and that they are derelict in their duty, and 
will be held responsible if they perversely or 
negligently disregard the obvious will of the 
people in this or any other matter. The 
South Side Aldermen, and especially those 
from the First, Second, Third, and Fourth 
Wards, are the men who are chiefly to blame 
for this neglect of the popular demand. 
They are Messrs. McAu.tzy and Pearsons, of 
the First; BALLanͤD and Roszenserre, of the 
Second; Car and Txompson, of the 
Third; and Gueeret and Srewaar, 
of the Fourth It is the manifest 
duty of these gentlemen to introduce and 
support a resolution transferring to the South 
Park Commission all the rights the city may 
have in Michigan avenue, on the condition 
that the South Park Commission improve 
that thoroughfare, perpetually keep it in 
repair, and govern it in the same manner as 
other park driveways. If the Aldermen of these 
wards united in asking the passage of wuch a 
resolution, probably it would not encounter

gest or discuss the technical legal objections. 
Everybody understands that these can be 
found to any proposition of which the hu- 
man mind is capable; but all such can be 
safely left to the courts if any dog-in-the- 
manger obstructionists discover themselves. 
It needs to be brought out at such meeting 
that the property-owners along Michigan av- 
enue. will not repave the street, with the cer- 
tainty before them that it will be ruined 
within a year or two; that the street in its 
present condition is a disgrace and a scandal 
to the city ; that the several millions of dol- 
lars that have been expended on the South 
Parks have been thrown away if there is to 
be no thoronghfare by which they can be 
reached ; and that the 10,000 people or more 
living in the South Division and Hyde Park 
who own or hire carriages and buggies, 
and who pay the bulk of the taxes, 
have not a single respectable thoroughfare 
on which to drive to and fro between their 
homes and places of business. The proper- 
ty-owners on Wabash avenue, State street, 
aud the other thoroughfares running south, 
should be made to understand, if they do 
not already, that the proposed change would 
be in their interest as well as that of the 
Michigan avenue property-owners, for vari- 
ous reasons: (1) the residents of the 
South Division and Park who drive 

out of the new

in South Chicago and Hyde Park; and (3) 
Wabash avenue and State street would be 
relieved of the buggy and carriage travel 
which is now wearing out their block pave- 
ments much more rapidly than the slow 
teaming, because trotting chips off and dis- 
lodges the blocks more than the steady 
weight of trucks with horses at a walk.

Division 
give a little of their time to this matter, 
organize the meeting as we suggest, and force 
the Aldermen and South Park e e 
ers to give the scheme their co tion, 
since these officials refuse to recognize the 
public sentiment as expressed in private 
conversation and the newspapers. 


NEW ENGLAND SKEPTICISM. 
There is no denying that the Lake Bluff 
camp-meeting would have lost much of its 
extraordinary interest and attraction had it 
not been for the presence of Joszrpn Coox, 
the Boston ex-clergyman and lecturer. In 


reality, Mr. Coox had nothing to do with the 


camp-meeting, nor did the camp-meeting 
have anything to do with Mr. Coo, so far as 
its real objects were concerned. Mr. Coox 
twas only an incident at the outset; but 
speedily the incident overshadowed the 
event. Of all his lectures, the last one, upon 
the causes and growth of New England skep- 
ticism, is by far the most attractive—for its 
sentiment and humor, as well as for its his- 
torical facts and deductiong. With all his 


brilliant talent, however, Mr. Coox is long: 


and discursive. Few people, probably, in 
these busy days have had time to read his 
lecture, or even to pick out of its discursive- 
ness its salient points as to New England 
skepticism ; but the subject is so interesting, 
and was handled in such a masterly way, 
that we shall be doing many of our readers 
a service in presenting them a brief summary 
of it. 

Mr. Coox at the outset is frank enongh 
to aeknowledge the existence of wide-spread 
skepticism in New England, which too many 
of his brethren in the pulpit are unwilling to 
admit, and he finds that “ the tap-root of 
New England skepticism is New England 
freedom,” and that New England has made 
more mistakes in endeavoring to found new 
forms of religion because she has tried 
oftener than the rest of the country. He 
finds one cause in the sympathy which our 
people had for France after her friendly as- 
sistance in the Revolution. It aroused an 
enthusiasm for Gallican liberty of thought, 
and the atrociously shallow and unclean 
but brilliant and audacious Parisian infidel- 
ity of the period looked attractive even to 
the most talented and scholarly under- 
graduates,” sothat at the outset of our na- 
tional life our colleges were full of infidelity. 
But the ground had been prepared for the 
crop of skepticism long before. The seculari- 
zation of orthodoxy in New England grew 
out of the very desire to foster the religious 
culture of the whole people. As early as 1631 
a law was passed in Massachusets that nobody 
could vote unless he was a church-member 
or had been baptized in youth; in other 
words, it was a law that united Church and 
State. Twenty-five years after, as the out- 
come of this theocratic measure, followed 
the “ half-way covenant,” by which persons 
not professing to have entered on a new life 
at all were allowed to enter the church. In 
1704 followed another effect of the strain, in 
Stopparp's plea that men, whether convert- 
ed or not, should be allowed to come to the 
communion-service, and should be recog- 
nized in some sense as churech-members. It 
was not a long step from an unconverted 
church-membership to an unconverted min- 
istry. Then followed utter 
of the orthodoxy, broad departures from 
Plymouth Rock, and the secularization of 
the more fashionable churches of Eastern 
Massachusetts. By this time everything 
was ready for the corruption of French in- 
fluences, and ont of this secularization of 
the churches ‘‘ came their chief weakness in

her ears filled largely with cotton and gold-dust, | 
and Wzseren her Aichbishop. | 

There are other causes for skepticism 
which Mr. Coox enumerates, and among them 
fashion and mortgages. ‘‘ Whenever an 
aristocratic church insists on it that people 
shall have something to wear or not go to 
church at all, it repels the poor. We have 
churches that, when they erect a new house, 
dedicate to Gop only a mortgage.” Here is 
much truth in two nutshells. If the poor 
are to be called upon to help support fashion 
and pay mortgages as conditions of church- 
going, they must of necessity stay away, as 
they can't afford it; and staying away, they 
lapse into indifferetice, and eventually fall 
into skepticism. Mr. Coon does not dwell 
upon this point as closely as he should, and 
we are rather surprised also to find, in read- 
ing over the seven columns of this lecture, 
that he has omitted two very important 
influences that operate on New England 
theology: First, the east wind that 
blows over the salt marshes apd 
ahrivels it on week days, and the ex- 
pansive bean that every Sunday morning 
distends it, thus keeping it continually vibrat- 
ing between two extremes, unsettled, con- 
flicting, disgruntled.

PHYSICAL ENDURANCE IN LEGISLATION. 

Government theorists may well despair of 
ever attaining perfect methods when the great 
British Parliament—the original of all Par- 
liaments and enjoying the experience of cen- 
turies—finds that its business can be defi- 
nitely obstructed by half a dozen obstinate 
fellows whom it can neither discipline nor 
repress. We have already given some inti- 
mation of the purpose of afew of the ex- 
treme Home-Rulers in Parliament to clog 
the affairs of State unless the Government 
should accede to the sectional clamor for a 
separate Parliament for Ireland. A couple 
of weeks ago these gentlemen put their 
threat into execition, and demonstrated 
their ability, inferior as they were numer- 
ically and in brains, to bring legislation to a 
complete stand-still. The question before 
the House was the voting of supplies 
for the Volunteer Reserves. The Home- 
Rulers took exception because there was 
no volunteer corps in Ireland ; but there was 
a clear majority of about 100 in favor of the 
measure after a full and fair discussion. 
In the face of this overwhelming majority 
five members undertook to defeat a vote on 
the bill, and succeeded, after keeping the 
House in a continuous session till 7} o'clock 
the following morning. Four of the ob- 
structionists were Irish Home-Rulers, and 
the fifth was Mr. Want, an English 
member, who helped them out because he 
believed the session ought not to be prolong- 
ed beyond 11} o'clock at night. This gen- 
tleman might also pass for an Irishman, as 
it was certainly a bull to prolong a session 
till 7} in the morning in order to maintain 
the notion that it should not last beyond 114 
in the evening.

M’CARTHY ON CRIMINAL PRACTICE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicaeo, July 21.—There age two or three more 
features in the practice of our Cook County Crim- 
inal Court which, though not eo dangerous to our 
liberties as those that I have mentioned in previous 
letters, are nevertheless weli worthy of serious 
attention. 

By the practice of all of our Cook County Courta. 
including the Criminal Court, parties are prevent ; 
ed from arguing the instructions given by the 
Court tothe jury. Our statute requires them to 
be given in writing, a requirement which is never 
fully complied with in Criminal Court. But 
nearly all of the ctions are asked for 
by the parties, and are submitted to the Court in 
writing. The attorneys never know,. until the 
Judge reads his instructions to the jury, which of 
the mstructions asked for by them will be given 
and which have been refused. And they generally 
find that the Judge has refused many, altered the 
rest, and added some of his own. Then comes 
gnashing of teeth among the lawyers, who wonder 
why, in the name of all that is good and —.— 
a certain ins was refused. And if they ever 
find out, they will probably learn that it was 5 the 
omission of one wo which they would gladly 
hu ve inserted if they been asked to do so.

To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cms, Jaly 18.—Yoar editorial in to-day's 
Turevnes upon the alleged inactivity of Health 
Commissioner DeWolf is certainly prematare and 
unjust, because it assumes the entire immunity in 
his eyes of the fertilizing and rendering interest of 
the city, when really he is consinntly and assidu- 
ously trying to stop their inroads upon the com- 
forte and well-being of our citizens. It is needless 
to say that the famous Aagian stables were pig- 
mean compared with the daily accumulation of 
animal offa) in this city; that the means at tne 
command of Hercules in his cleaning process are 
not available at present; and that the war against 
the offending business interests require 
more than Herculean efforts to succeed. 
Whatever the law can do in this matter is deing 
done. Offenders have been indicted, and in due 
course of time the law. with its quibbles, will 
punish the innocent offenders, —innocent because 


they know not what to do,—bat it will not remeay 


the evil. Fines will be paid weekly, or perhaps a 
suit appealed or a petition brought in asking the 
law's delay, until the cold weather helps the ren- 
derers and fertilizers by preventing the offensive 
decomposition of their stock in trade. 

The solution of this problem is an easy one for 
chemistry, if proper means are applied, and vie- 
tory can be achieved on this line without taking 
all summer. But there have been heretofore va- 
rious difficulties in the administration of the proper 
remedy for this evil. Most of the renderers, some 
years ago, upon the command of Dr. Rauch, 
placed condensers into their establishments at a 
considerable ex for the purpose of condens- 
smells, gases, etc. As most of

hrown away, and the manufacturers, having com - 
plicd with directions of the authoritles, had a 
right to expect immunity from further prosecntion, 
and, more than that, a restitution of the expendi 
ture saddled upon them by the ignorance of Dr. 
Rauch, since the improvements he put in were of 
no earthly benefit to any one. The 5 a 
with their usual alacrity, extolled the great results to 
be achieved by the condensers, and, when these great 
results failed to be obtained, accusea the renderers 
of disobedience to the supreme mandate, although 
all these gentlemen had the condensers. Oniy the 
condensers would not condense, and, beyond a 
season of era) dissatisfaction on the part of the 
ple with offended nostrils, and on the part of 
Ene renderere with offended pockets and feelings, 
no headway was made. 

Since then any measure suggested to the manu- 
facturera for the abolition of the offensive odors is 
regarded with suspicion as merely experimental, 
and promises to adopt improvements are — 7 re- 
luctantly. Prop sitions to burn the gases with and 
without line were . advocated and 
tned. hile the gasoline burns finely, the emelis, 
being time-honored and not heretic, refuse to die 
at the stake, and, phoenix like, keep reminding us 
of those who have gone before them. 

In New York experiments for destroying odors 
were made with lime by a popales chemist con- 
nected with the Board of Health in that city, al- 
though no benefit could accrue from such proceed- 
ing. The same experiments were repeated here, 
and Dr. DeWolf, free from all prejudice, also test - 
ed this measure, since the cheapness of lime 
recommended its adoption. If any hopes were tied 
to its use they have been ruthlessly annihilated by 
the results of the experiments. 

All measures for stepping this nuisance have so 
far been regarded and really were a tax and a bur- 
den to the ufacturers, and for that reason the 
ought to have failed, even if they had accomplishe 
what was expected from them. The proper way is 
to make the abolition of smells profitable to the 
manufacturers, and they will take care of them 
better than they sou with the entire City Gov- 
ernment at their hee : 

if they can get a higher price for their fertilizer 
by retaining the ammonia, the loss of which al- 
ways accompanies the proauction of the odors so 
well known aud so badly liked, they will N 
pre vent their production and dissipation. the 
renderers know that they can get a white tallow 
instead of the colored grease, which results 
with every decomposition of their rendered mate- 
rial, they will not wait for the Health Officer to 
drag them before the Grand ‘ury, as as with- 
out any more expense than they ergo now 
they can get a better product and keep their places 
clean and free from odor, and both these condi- 
tiens can be readily atrained. Knowing that Com- 
missioner De Wolf has been busy with this prob- 
lem that has been solved n and its 
general adoption isa 1 of a very short time. 
I considered it my duty—at the risk of displeasing 
Dr. De Wolf ana vourself—to call your attention to 
your strictures as untimely and as more rigorous 
than circumstances justify. 

But if success is a measure of power, I expect 
soon to read a eulbgy upon the Commissioner of 
Health and Mayor in Tus TRrsune, occupying 
more space than your strictures of to-day.

.. FINANCIAL, 


The great strikes are looked upon with apprehen- 
sion im financial circles here. Even if their dura- 
tion be as brief as the most sanguine hope, they 
cannot but have the worst effect on business. The 
slow convalescence of public confidence is set back 
dy this gigantic contest between the greatest cor- 
porations in the country and their employes. The 
less upon perishable freight will reach many thou- 
sands of dollars; the loss in time will make another 
heavy item; the loss of the labor of thousands of 
men costs the country that has to feed them 
a great deal, at the same time that 
the general fund is diminished by their abstention 
from work, the stocks of the roads involved will be 
depreciated, and their holders made to suffer 
heavily. In every aspect, the present strikes are 
an anfortunate occurrence in the present 
state of business. ven if the convulsion be re- 
garded as necessary tothe readjustment of the 
labor of the country in its relations to employment 
and employes, it is to be regretted that a less ex- 
pensive means could not have been found. The 
strikes will cost the country, while they last, as 
much, except in human life, as 4 great war. In 
truth, im the destruction and waste of property 
and disturbance of industry, s great strike like this 
one is a war.

THE GOLD MARKET AND THE BYNDICATE. 

Attempts have been made, and it is feared may 
be repeated, to take advantage of tne need for gold 
coin in the bond settlements to force up the 
On Thursday the representative of the First Na- 
tional Bank of New York gave notice in the Gold 
Room that loans of gold wouid not be renewed at 
less than 1-64 of 1 percent. This was met by a 
counter announcement from Drexel & Co. that 
they would loan at 4 per cent per annum. The 
large subscription to the 4 per cent bonds have dis- 
turbed the gold and exchange markets, and some 
individuals and firms controlling large amounts of 
gold are not unlikely to attempt to make a profit 
by increasing this disturbance. The Syndicate, of 
course, are operating on the other side, and with 
their immense resources will probably win. 

THE CHARTER OAK. 

The effort to save the Charter Oak is in the hands 
of able and honest men, and it is hoped they will 
be able to succeed. The assets, amounting to 
$11,000,000 or $13. 000,000, will be terribly de- 
pleted if a settlement under a Receiver is forced, 
Committees appointed by the policy-holders in 
different parts of the country ate now on their 
way to Hartford to organize for their protection, 
One plan proposed is that the policy-holders buy 
out Furber and the other stockholders and run 
the Company in their own behoof, If Furber and 
his gang have not stolen more than now appears, 
this would be a good thing to do. The Hartford 
Times outlines the plan thus: 

It is this, that a majority of the stock shal! be 
placed in trust in the hands of a new Board of Di- 
rectors. These Directors to be selected by the 
Committee of the other life-insurance companies. 
Mr. Furber and his friends to go out of the Com- 
pany entre) and are never to have any contro) of 
the stock, which is to be sold whefl the Company 
becomes sound and has a 4 per cent reserve and a 
surplus. In the meantime, à very capable commit- 
tee—Mesers. Green, Enders, and vis—are to 
examine into the affairs of the Company and report 
upon its condition. If they find it has solid assets 
enough to save if, the proposition may be secept- 
ed. If not, a Receiver is to be appointed without 
opposition. 

SCARCITY OF ASSETS. 

The Hartford Tunes records the fact that a law- 
yer hunted for some good asset of the Charter Oak 
Life to secure a debt of $30,000. He found that 
nearly all of its bank stocks and securities of that 
character were pledged fur loans. About §7,000 
of stocks was all that be could find, and he attached 
these at once, The Tunes thinks people fond of 
collecting rare sheils could find a large one in 
Hartford. The Courant says: 

The Charter Oak Life-Insurance Company on 
July 9, a week ago last Monday, executed a 
mortgage for $200,000 on its buildingin this city 
in favor of the Attna Life-Insufance Company of 
this city. It is a good investment onthe bart of 
the Aitna. The funds were necded to continue 
the payment of death claims and other indebted - 
ness.

A HEATHEN HERETIC. 


THE REV. SWANG BUNG’S TEACHINGS, 
San Francisco Chronicle. 

For several weeks past the fact has been ap- 
parent that the heathen community was agitat- 
ed by conflict of sentiment or opinion on some 
question of grave import. Particularly during 
the evenings have large crowds assembled upon 
the sidewalks and crossings of the Chinese 
quarter, indulging in incessant jabber and ges- 
ticulation, having the tendency to promote an 
accelerated undercurrent of anti-Coolie feeling 
and morethan the medium flow of Caucasian 
profanity from the jostled citizen who had occa- 
sion to perambulate that delectable precinct. 
As the antagonistic sentiment grew deeper at 
late h of the night, it gained corresponding 
intensity*of expression in the incessant explosion 
of bombs and crackers on the roofs of buildings 
and through the tortuous windings of the quar- 
ter, much to the discomfort of tne police as- 
signed to the locality, in the hours when they 
would fain have retired to their customary se- 
questered nooks for pensive meditation 
on the futility of prohibitory pyrotechnic 
enactments and kindred questions of public 
polity. At times this cyclone of excitement in 
the centre of the ay attained an intensity that 
culminated in bl hed. The purport of this 
unseemly distraction among the docile race 
might not have excited par particular degree of 
curiosity on the t ot the native population 
beyond the grumbliug of afew penurious tax- 
payers, whose sordid spirits migat lead them to 
compute the expenses of trying and hanging an 
occasional Chinaman, or, in fact, aiding in the 
elevation of humanity in any other form; or 
save for the inquiring spirit of a Chronicie re- 
porter who yesterday happened to invade the 
Asiatic quarter to enjoy a passing hour of pious 
abstraction, soothed by the mellow influence of 
the locality. Those conversant with the general 
system of the Chinese religion will under- 
stand that different communities and res- 
idents of different localities intrust the 
adjustment of their affairs in the Oriental 
paradise, and celestial correspondence in 
general, to a special Joss, and any through 
the medium of any number of house crt 
and minor deities, possessed of a mere | in- 
fluence. Tais circumstance explains the ab- 
sence of necessity for congregation at the 
heathen temples, in the manner of Christian 
worship. A few priests are simply maintained 
about the temples te attend to the comforts and 
conveniences of the superior gods, and mayhap 
at times render direct supplication for their in- 
tervention in some matter of general interest. 
The Joss, or associated minister of deities— 
some temples maintaining a dozen or more—is 
ns Ser to represent the semi-incarnated 
spirit of some mighty hero or benefactor of a 
remote antiquity—the more remote the more 
potency his influence with the heathen imperial 
deity is supposed to have attained. ,As a Joss 
cannot be employed in duplicate, or serve differ- 
ent localities by proxy, his cost is regulated by his 
precise merits, the unassigned being gathered at 
some transterrestrial locality ret cong awaitin 
purchasers. The last importation of acknowl- 
edged antiquity and distinction in this line was 
the Joss enthroned in the Clay-street temple— 
said to have cost $20,000. His history, though 
e is not relevant to this arti- 
cle. ithin a te weeks past a new Joss-house 
was completed on Waverly place, said to be 
principally under the paraonage of the Tartar 
portion of the Mongolian population of the 
city, which has lately been gathering strength 
on these shores.

No man 
could successfully balance a hat in one hand and 
find the epistle for the tweuty-second Sunday 
after Trinity with the other hand; while to 
stand up in order to repeat the creed, or to sin 
a hymn, with a hat under the left arm, wo 
be the height of absurdity. The hat, then, 
must be laid entirely aside during divine 
service, and our churches, being constructed 
witb exclusive reference to souls instead of 
hats, afford no resting-places for the latter. 

The extreme danger of placing a hat in the 
aisle immediately outside the pew is universally 
known. The first lady that sweeps up the aisle 
carries with her a con mass of defenseless 
hats, which are de in the shape of a termi- 
nal moraine in front of the pew which is her 
final goal. Of course the hats which have been 
subjected to this process are reduced by attri- 
tion to a rounded form and are covered with 
scratches, reminding one of the marks of glacial 
action on ite boulders. However interesting 
they may to the geologist, they are of no 
further value as hats, and can rarely be bent in- 
to a shape that will allow their owners to wear 
them home. Next to the aisle the pew seat is 
the most rous position in which a hat can 
be placed. Statistics show that out of every 
100 hats thus situated sixty are sat upon 
pt their — wok -five are — — 4 

people oniy escape u ured. It 
is a curious fact that more men eit down upon 
their hats after repeating the creed than after 
reading the Psalms or performing any other 
perpendicular part of the service. And another 
enrious fact is the attraction which a hat thus 
exposed upon a seat exerts upon a fat person. 
Neither of thesé facts has ever been satisfac- 
torily explained, although they arc matters of 
general notoriety. 

A man may enter a remote pew ina strange 
church and place his hat on a seat in a position 
where it is impossible for a fat man to perceive 
it on entering thechurch. Nevertheless, experi- 
ence has shown tuat in six cases out of ten the 
sexton will show afat man into that precise 
pew within ten minutes after the hat is in posi- 
tion, while other and further fat men will, 
from time to time, hover about the locality, 
with the evident desire of ascertaining if the hat 
is still susceptible of further smashing. There 
is clearly a law of nature at work here which 
needs to be definitely formulated, and it is 
discreditable to science that this. has not yet 
been done. 

As to putting one’s hat on the floor under- 
neath the seat, no ove who follows this reckless 
course can expect anything but disaster. If 
there is a small boy in the pew, he will infallibly 
discover that hat, and kick it to the further end 
of the pew within the first thirty minutes of 
the service. If there is a lady the pew a 
surgical operation will be uired to remove 
her boot from the interior of the hat; while in 
any event the hat is certain to absorb every 
particle of dust within a radius of eight feet, 
and to fasten itself to the floor with the aid of 
forgotten Sunday-school gum-drops. Neither 
under the seat, on the seat, nor in the aisle can 
the worried hat find rest, and the plan of estab- 
lishing a hat-pound in the vestibule, where hats 
could be ticketed and kept during -the service, 
would simply result in converting a church into 
a hat exchange, where the sinners would secure 
all the good hats and the saints would be com- 
pelled to content themselves with worn-out and 
worthless ones.

I am not 
‘aware that it was bruited beyond a very limited 
circle, if at all, during the life of the Pope’s 
ht-hand man, but shortly after his death it 
was heard of. The first announcement was 
made in the Liderta, which journal declared that 
the succession to the Cardinai’s estate would 
‘f{nevitably give rise to legal proceedings which 
would profoundly excite public interest and 
curiosity. A lady, whom the iAberta discreetly 
ed Signora ——,”’ was said to have laid 
claim to a portion of the heritage, pretending 
that sbe was bound to the late Cardinal by 
ties of a relationship of a kind sacred 
and delicate above all others.” This claim 
the brothers of the deceased prelate, who 
were his heirs, rejected absolutely, and refusing 
any compromise they prepared to defend the 
suit as the only way of vindicating his memory.

LIFE SY THE SEA. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 
Paris, July 7.—As the fashionable world is 


fast deserting Paris, it will be more agreeable to 
accompany these pleasure-seekers than torecord 
events now agitating those who remain in the 
heated metropolis. A few days’ sojourn at 
Trouville, Etretat, or at Dieppe, with its delignt- 
ful suburb, le Pollet, and other favorite summer 
resorts, affords a more favorable view of luxu- 
rious surroundings, the charms of youth and 
beauty, and magnificent toilettes, than a mid- 
winter Parisian season. The concentration of 
wealth at Dieppe is greater than at any other 
watering-place. Many go there for the simple 
reason that they must pay 10 francs fog w hat they 
elsewhere would be charged half that amount for. 
The toilettes are very luxurious, but not propor- 
tionally recherche, and to my cursory view there 
seem an undue number of ugly women. 
These, however, do not detract from the fault- 
less charms of many well-known Parisian beau- 
ties, some of whom are really m cent in 
toilettes strictly oppropos to the demands of 
every occasion.

As Dieppeis ouly three hours by rail 
from Paris, it can be readily imagined that with 
its various attractions itis the most popular 
place of resort for Parisians. 

Several prominent weddings have recently 
taken place in Paris, and two in the American 
colony are described as unusually elegant, but, 
with the streets nearly at white heat, and great 
depression on every hand, it is impossible to 
arouse enthusiasm outside of the political arena 
The unusual number of suicides is attracting 
much attention, and a prominent journal ven.

entry in the minutes that a member is to havea 
dimit on payment of dues, and he being delinquent 
for dues at the time, is of no validity.

Lodge M: resides five miles from Lodge 8. four- 
teen miles from Lodge M. Can the latter receive 
him? tie ie ander the jarisdictrion of Lodge 8. 
Lodge M cannot admit him unless Lodge 8 has re- 
jected him. 

A Mason commits suicide; should he be buried 
with Masonic honors? It is the opinion of the 
most eminent medical men that no sane man com- 
mits suicide. If this hypothesis be true, and the 

rty is in standi previously, and does not 

ring on his mental aberration by dissipation or 
some other immoral cause, and the usual request 
be made by the family, the burial honors should 
not be withheld from him. The lodge should al- 
ways judge of the circumstances under which the 
act was committed, and exercise a prudent dis- 
cretion. 

A person blind in one ere cannot be made a 
Mason under the rulings of the Grand Lodge, and 
a lodge conferring the E. A. Degree upon such 3 
candidate was clearly in tne wrong and guilty of 
extreme negligence.

A person deprived of either of the 
human senses of seeing, feeling, or hed?fing, is 

hysically disqualified for receiving the degrees in 

asonry. But the loss of one eye is said, by op- 
ticlans and Le preps to strengthen the other. 
The rale should be construed liberally, as we deal 
in speculative Masonry only. If the subject is ca- 
pable of performing all the duties and functions 
required of him in the ritualistic, theoretic, and 
practical workings of our Order, he ought to be 
permitted to advance. — Mississippi.
